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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: In the Remarks filed on 02/27/2009, the applicant 
argues that Ohkura does not explicitly teach two anodizing steps which form two separate pores. While the examiner agrees that Ohkura 
does not anticipate independent claim 22, the broad scope of claim 22 would be obvious over the disclosure of Ohkura. First, the instant 
claim does not recite two anodizing steps but rather two conditions. It is noted that the conditions can be the same or different as the claim 
is not limited to either one. The claim attempts to differentiate the two conditions by the resulting effects of the conditions, i.e. forming an 
array of macropores and nanopores. It appears that by merely using two conditions, as presently claimed, the formation of macropores and 
nanopores would inherently occur. As presently claimed, these conditions are not limited to voltage but can be any thing that changes. 
Therefore, since the conditions in an anodizing solution changes overtime as a result of the byproducts being formed and among other 
changes in the anodizing solution, the conditions in the anodizing solution would inherently have a first initial condition and a second 
condition at a later time. While the examiner agrees that Ohkura does not explicitly describe the same resulting effects as those of the 
applicant's, the changes in the conditions would inherently yield the same effects based on the claimed invention. If this is not inherent, then 
the resulting effects must have been made by process steps that are not presently claimed. The examiner believes that he has met the 
requirement for a prima facie case of obviousness.. 
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
